Mark In Milk 


By Dr. FRANKLIN N. STRICKLAND, Ph. C., Phar. D. 


Milk is a natural emulsion you say. Will wou state what 
nutrients are in solution, what are emulsified or held in 
suspension? 

Certain nutrients are entirely suspended, these being 
fat, casein and vitamine A. Partly in solution and partly 
in suspension are lactalbumin, the inorganic phosphate, 
lime and magnesium. ‘Those in true solution are salts of 
sodium, potassium, citric acid, and the chlorides, together 
with milk sugar and vitamines B and C. 

What is meant by Lactic acid fermentation? 
The splitting up of milk sugar by 
bacterial action, chiefly the lactic acid 


milk exceeds that in human milk by about two and one- 
half times; the fats are quite the same in both milks. At 
times the physician who is recommending cow’s milk as 
a substitute for mother’s milk, may desire a little more 
heat and energy, and so may order the addition of milk 
sugar to the cow’s milk to make up the difference in 
human normal milk. As cow’s milk contains so much 
more ash, it is not necessary to add additional minerals. 
Why is there so much more ash in cow’s than in human 

milk? 

Because of the need for more 





minerals, as there is a great deal more 





bacillus, the resulting chemical prod- 


uct being lactice acid, the cause for 
souring or curdling of milk. 
Sometimes physicians recommend that 
milk be boiled before using. Some- 
times it curdles when such heat is 
applied. Why is this? 

Such a milk, though apparently 
sweet to some tastes, is undergoing 
lactic acid fermentation, and the addi- 
tion of heat hastens this chemical

Does fresh, sweet milk curdie on heating? 

No, but when brought to boil may evidence a film or 
thick scum, which is due to a combination of lime salts 
and casein formed on the surface. A sour milk so treated 
forms no scum, but curdling or true coagulation readily 
occurs. 

Is odor and taste affected when milk is boiled? 

Yes, a change does take place, according to Rettger, 
when a partial decomposition of its proteins takes place, 
together with liberation of volatile sulphides, presumably 
the hydrogen sulphide, 

One repeatedly reads that the best milk for human babies 
is their mothers milk. Is this true? 

Yes it is, and equally true of other babies, that is the 
milk, naturally best suited to the babies of any family is 
their own mother’s milk, whether she be cow, mare or sow. 
What are the important differences between human milk 

and Holstein cows milk?

The chief difference is between the protein content, 
which averages about twice the amount as found in normal 
human milk; human milk contains about one-third more 
milk sugar than does cow’s milk; the mineral ash in cow’s 


children is made of such iron carrying 
foods as egg yolk, spinach, carrots, 
tomatoes and the like. 
What should one say of the competitor who says Goat’s 
milk is best? 
“Plain nonsense”, or whatever you like. Chemically 
there is no appreciable difference. 


When they say “Goats do not, have tuberculosis”, what 
then? 


Reply—‘They are prone to cause undulant fever”. Goats 
milk is not competitive; the difference in excessive charge 
for this milk over that of the cow, is wholly unwarranted. 
Are there as many vitamins in cow’s, as in human milk? 


The cow supplies the same vitamins as found in human 
milk. Rather recent research has added two more alphbe- 
tically listed vitamins—Vitamin E which is helpful in 
lengthening the period of energetic middle age and assists 
in stimulating reproduction; Vitamin F is both a cure and 
preventive for the disease known as pellagra. 


What is Colostrum milk? 


A product of the mammary gland secreted for a period 
of time before calving, and continued for a few days to 
two weeks after freshening and lactation has commenced. 
It is over rich in protein, chiefly globulin; this is the sub- 
stance so easily coagulated by heat, and which if added to 
herd milk may be the cause of complaints that “the milk 
soured or coagulated on heating this morning”. 

Under the Laws, milk is forbidden to be employed and 
sold as milk until after the fifth day following calving. Is 
milk always free from colostrum after this time? 

Not necessarily so. Some cows may discontinue secret- 
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ing colostrum in fewer days, and some may have colos- 

trum in their milk for nearly two weeks after. 

Is there a positive, simple and quick way to tell the 
presence or absence of colostrum? 

Yes. When the milk looks apparently normal, test an 
ounce or two by placing it in a little tin vessel, set it on 
a hot stove and bring it to a quick boil. If it remains thin 
like scalded fresh milk, colostrum is absent; if it curdles 
or coagulates like sour milk, colostrum is still present, no 
matter how few or many days after calving either. 
Going back again to minerals in milk, particularly lime, 
isn’t it possible to get utilization of lime from vegetables, 

possibly other foods too, as from milk? 

It is not. No food supplies lime so economically and 
efficiently as milk. Many experiments to this effect have 
been made, and ‘Sherman and Hawley found “that children 
utilized the lime of milk to better advantage than they did 
the lime of the vegetables”. Further they say that they 
“entertain no doubt as to the desirability of a liberal use 
of vegetables in feeding children, but the vegetable should 
be used in addition to a liberal allowance of milk and 
should not be allowed to reduce the amount of milk con- 
sumed”. 

Following the Sherman & Hawley article, somewhat 
quoted above, the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, editorially discussing these experiments, said “The 
dietary rule of a quart of milk each day for every child 
is much more than a precept based on individual opinions 
or drawn by analogy from the results of feeding experi- 
ments with lower animals; it now rests on scientific evi- 
dence obtained by extensive and intensive experiments 
directly upon the children themselves”. 

Sort of looks as though we dairymen 
important business doesn’t it?

prompted the laboratory scientists to do their work. 
Why do physicians usually say that for every child, one 
quart of milk a day? 

Because aside from the other valuable 
milk, the amount of lime and phosphorus 
phate), in this quart of milk per day 
ments of growth best. 

What else may be said of growth efficiency of milk? 

That milk is about as rich in phosphorus as lean meat, 
more so than mixed fat and lean, and is many times richer 
in lime than any of the meats. 

. Then the phosphorus in milk plays its important role in 
the dietary? 

Yes. Phosphorus compounds are as necessary to every 
living cell of the body and are as widely distributed 
throughout the body as are proteins, The chief source of 
phosphorus supply in milk are its casein and calcium 
phosphate of the ash.

readily absorbed and assimilated from milk and is used to 
better advantage than the iron contained in many other 
foods. It is our knowledge that the high proportion of 
lime in milk, together with its vitamins assist in making 
available the iron in many other foods given in conjunc. 
tion with milk. 

Aside from vitamins what other protective element may 

be found in milk? 

Iodine in very small amount, approximately about 100th 
as much as tthe iron contained. 

Is the amount variable in different parts of the U. S.? 

Yes. May be as high as 40 parts per million along the 
coast line, to 1.2 parts per million in Wisconsin. 

Why this great variation? 

Sea-water contains relatively a large amount of iodine 
from which in form of mist it drys in air and is blown over 
a large area of surrounding country, is deposited on farm 
lands where it is absorbed with other nutrients by grasses 
and grains, and from this reaches the milk through the 
cow. 

Does the amount of iodine vary under favorable circum- 
stances in different grains and feeding stuffs? 

Yes, most appreciably, being highest in oats, barley 
and corn in this order, and lowest in wheat, although bran 
carries a large amount because iodine along with most 
of the minerals in wheat is mostly stored in the skin 
or pericarp of the berry, It is rich in certain root crops 
such as carrots. 

What protection does iodine offer against disease? 

First the body has a definite nutriment requirement 
for iodine as well as for iron, and is indispensable to the 
processes of nutrition if good health prevail. It is a pre- 
ventive against goiter. For instance, in those parts of the 
country where iodine is readily found in foods, there is 
little or no goiter, while in those parts where the food 
stuffs carry a minimum of iodine, goiter is prevalent. This 
disease may occur in the human or domestic animal 
family. JIodine also prevents and often cures lumpy-jaw 
in cattle. 

In those parts of the country where iodine in feeding 
stuffs is limited, how may iodine be supplied the body of 
dairy cattle? 

One of several ways. A solution of a salt of iodine, as 
potassium or sodium iodide added to drinking water; the 
same salts added to salt fed to cattle; or to feed kelp or 
Other sea-weed which is rich in iodine. 

What is a good way and how to feed iodine to dairy cattle? 


The addition of five ounces of sodium iodide to 100 
lbs. of dairy salt, mixing thoroughly together. Salt the 
stock once a week, or give one Ounce daily for one month 


each year. 
That isn’t very much iodine is it? 

Not in quantity, but it is sufficient. The normal human 
adult requires only fourteen-billionths of one gram a day 
(equivalent to one-five thousandths of a grain a day), The 
tendency will be to overfeed. This must not be done. 


Does milk fat carry a larger amount of iodine than whole 


milk? 
It does, more than ten times that contained in whole 
milk. This is one of the reasons why milk or butterfat 


is so far superior as a protective food than any other form 
of fat. 





Early Show Ring History‘ 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


The Show Ring 


ROM the earliest days of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
F in America, the show ring has been recognized as 

an important factor in its progress and development. 
At the outset, when the animals of this breed were some- 
thing of a novelty, the foremost breeders recognized the 
advertising value of such displays, so that we find records 
as early as 1864 of exhibits by Mr. Chenery, in New Eng- 
land, and by 1873 several exhibits of Holsteins at New 
York and New England fairs. That year and the year 
following, Mr. Gerrit S. Miller of Peterboro, New York, 
exhibited his 1869 importation and their increase at the

New York State Fair, competing with the successful New 
England exhibitor, W. A. Russell, and others, and winning 
first in the aged bull class with Rip Van Winkle; first 
and second in the aged cow class; first and second for 
yearling heifers and the herd prize. It was not until about 
five years later, however, that competition began really 
to be keen at these shows. Smiths & Powell Co., of 
Syracuse, started showing locally in 1876. By 1885, they 
were the largest concern connected with the industry, 
maintaining a herd of five hundred head, and importing 
as high as four hundred head in a single year. While 
their showing was confined principally to exhibits at New 
York fairs, they made a great record of winnings there 
for many yeads. Their famous herd sire, Netherland 
Prince, was three times first and once second in 1881-2-3-4, 
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while their first bull, Uncle Tom (of Gerrit Miller breed- 
ing), Was a winner for four years before this. For five 
straight years, commencing in 1881, Smiths & Powell 
prought out the Gold Medal herd. They also won it in 
1879, being beaten in 1880 by the Gerrit Miller herd with 
Billy Boelyn at its head. Smiths & Powell, like Mr. Miller, 
combined with their show ring activities liberal and con- 
tinuous effort to demonstrate the superiority of the Hol- 
stein cow in production, and it was this aggressive lead- 
ership on the part of these two pioneer breeders, as well 
as the quality of their cattle, that has set up Netherland 
Prince and Billy Boelyn as perhaps the two great pro- 
genitors of the breed in America. Billy Boelyn 189 H. H. 
B., imported by Mr. Miller in 1876, was champion at the 
New York State Fair in 1880, and later, in the herd of 
Edgar Huidekoper of Pennsylvania, added an impressive 
list of other winnings during the next several years at 
Pennsylvania and Ohio fairs. His sons headed many 
prominent herds so that his blood was widely diffused. 
His daughters, Pledge and Copia, gave him the distinction 
of being the first sire to have two daughters averaging 
over 100 lbs. of milk a day. Netherland Prince, exempli- 
fying the popular Netherland family and with an even 
greater opportunity for service, likewise made a striking 
record in his day as a sire of producers as well as show 
ring winners. His son, Netherland Statesman, was one 
of the few bulls ever to beat him in the show ring, and 
through this son have been produced several generations 
of history-making show bulls. Soldene 2d’s Netherland (by 
Netherland Statesman and out of a granddaughter of Neth- 
erland Prince), was probably an even greater show bull 
than his sire, and his son, Sir Netherland Soldene Clo- 
thilde. Ward Stevens still maintains was the greatest 
show bull in the entire history of the breed, but in the 
late nineties, when he flashed across the horizon with 
the new official test fast coming into popularity, he was 
not considered fit to use in a herd like Henry Stevens & 
Sons, because of his lack of record backing. He was just 
a “show bull.” 


Sir Henry of Maplewood (out of a granddauhgter of 
Billy Boelyn), is another of the “breed founders” who first 
earned his popularity by his winnings in the show ring. 
Starting when Sir Henry was a yearling in 1885, his 
owner, Mr. F. C. Stevens displayed his over a wide Cir- 
cuit through Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and down to the great 
St. Louis Fair, where he headed the Sweepstakes Young 
Herd in competition with all breeds. As a two-year-old, 
he won first at New York State Fair and headed the Gold 
Medal herd. Perhaps his greatest show ring honor, cer- 
tainly the one that clinched his claim to greatness at the 
time, was his winning at the New York Dairy and Cattle 
Show in New York City, May, 1887. As the Get of Sire 
class is now so highly prized by breeders, then its fore- 
runner, the class for a sire and four of his progeny, was 
similarly regarded. Although Sir Henry was only a three- 
year-old, he won this class in competition with some of 
the most famous bulls of the day. In this group of off- 
spring were the daughters, Parana Abbekerk 2d and Gen- 
esta 2d, and the first prize bull calf, Colantha’s Sir Henry. 
His successful show ring career continued for many years 
(with a break of a few years after the Maplewood herd 
changed owners), until in 1892 he went to the Crumhorn 
herd of Mr. D. F. Wilber and the following year (1893) 
concluded his show ring efforts at the World’s Fair at 
Chicago. Here Sir Henry, then nine years old and weigh- 
ing 2,560 lbs.. went down to third place, the championship 
honor. however, going to his massive 2,800-lb. son, Col- 
antha’s 2d Sir Henry. Sir Henry of Maplewood fittingly 
ended his career by winning the Gold Medal for bull and 
produce in this World’s Fair Show with Mechthilde’s Sir 
Henry and Colantha’s 2d Sir Henry, two of his sons, in 
second and third place. In the early nineties, the claim 
was made of greater popularity for Sir Henry of Maple- 
wood than for any other sire of the breed. 

As the World’s Columbian Exposition at Chicago in 
1893 was the first World’s Fair at which Holsteins were 
exhibited, a little comment may not be out of place. Thos. 
B. Wales, Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
served as judge, while the exhibitors were: D. F. Wilber, 
Oneonta, N. Y.; CG. F. Stone, Peabody, Kansas; A. E. 
Riley, Walled Lake, Mich., and J. C. MeNivens & Sons, 
Winona, Ont. Several others had entered, notably William 
Roow with Soldene 2d’s Netherland and Parthenea’s 2d 
Sir Henry, but they were withdrawn for one reason or 
another. Mention has already been made of the principal 
bull winnings. Walled Lake Queen, the Michigan entry, 
won the aged cow class and was made grand champion 


female. The reporter for the Holstein-Friesian Register, 
from which we glean this information, expressed his pref- 
erence for Stone’s Empress Josephine 3d and Wilber’s 
Tacona or Pietertje 4th to place ahead of the winner. 
Wilber and Stone won the greater share of the top places. 

Other Middle West breeders taking prominent part 
in the development of the breed through the show ring 
at this period were: W. B. Barney & Con. (Home Farm) 
of Iowa; M. E. Moore of Missouri; E. F. Irwin of Minne- 
sota; Karlen & Co. of Wisconsin, and others. The Home 
Farm Fine Stock Co. of Iowa brought out from the F. C. 
Stevens herd of New York, the famous prize winning rec- 
ord makers, Jewel and Colantha, in 1887. With the break- 
ing up of the Home Farm Company, Jewel went to the 
Irwin herd and Colantha to the Gillettes of Wisconsin. 
Mr. W. B. Barney, one of the partners, remained in busi- 
ness for himself under the firm name of W. B. Barney & 
Co. Many of the great animals of the Home Farm Com- 
pany were purchased and became the foundation of this 
herd, which continued to rank high, being particularly 
active in the show ring and in public butter tests for the 
next twenty years or more. Jewel of Home Farm, a bull 
ot Mr. Barney’s own breeding, made a record of prize 
winnings that few other bulls of the breed have equalled. 
In 1897, as a yearling, this bull was a first prize winner at 
Iowa, Minnesota and Illinois State Fairs. The next year, 
as a two-year-old, he was grand Sweepstakes Champion at 
the Trans-Mississippi Exposition, Omaha, also a winner 
at Wisconsin and Minnesota State Fairs. His show ring 
career extended up to 1907, he being the grand champion 
at the first National Dairy Show in 1906 and a contender 
again in 1907, when eleven years old. 


Through the activity of the well known breeders men- 
tioned above, and others, the show rings of the Middle 
West had attained a high standard during the closing 
years of the nineteenth century. At the Minnesota State 
Fair in 1897, we read that the aged cow class of Holsteins 
numbered twenty-six entries. Henry Stevens & Sons 
of New York State, made a western invasion in 1897, 
showing with great success at Illinois and Wisconsin 
State Fairs, and the Canadian National. Their show 
herd that year included such stars as Sir Netherland 
Soldene Clothilde, Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje, Helena 
Burke, Korndyke Queen, ete. In 1898, the year of the 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition, this herd came West again. 
Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje was grand champion cow and 
placed second in the butter test with Helena Burke in first 
place, but misfortune attended their effort in that Sir 
Netherland Soldene Clothilde suffered a foot injury and 
was ruined for competition. In fact, he was in such shape 
that Ward Stevens never brought him home, selling him 
to a Nebraska breeder at a low price. We find no record 
of his ever having recovered and continued his activities. 
It is interesting to note that the sire of this bull, the 
famous Soldene 2d’s Netherland, ended his illustrious show 
ring career from the same cause in 1897 with the Cortel- 
you herd. Great preparations were made for the inter- 
breed dairy test at the Omaha show in 1898, but at the 
last minute the other breeds failed to enter. 

The next great exposition upon which the eyes of the 
Nation were centered, was the Pan-American at Buffalo, 
New York, in 1901. The Holstein show was characterized 
as the best ever held on this continent, the principal ex- 
hibitors being Henry Stevens & Sons and T. A. Mitchell 
of New York, F. P. Knowles and J. H. D. Whitcomb of 
Massachusetts; Easthope & Biery of Ohio, and George 
Rice and G. W. Clemons of Ontario. The judges were 
Professor H. H. Wing of Cornell University, and R. 8S. 
Stevenson of Ontario. Grand championship for females 
want to Iosco Pride 26595, a ten-year-old Michigan bred 
cow, owned and exhibited by George Rice, who won in a 
class of fourteen aged cows. The two-year-old bull, Bern- 
ardo Tula De Kol (Easthope & Biery) was grand cham- 
pion male. The show ring awards were somewhat over- 
shadowed by the dairy test, ten breeds competing. This 
six-months test, known as the Model Dairy, resulted in 
the Guernseys winning first for net profit in estimated and 
churned butter, and the Holsteins by a wide margin in 
net profit based on total solids and total solids plus gain 
in live weight. The total production of milk and fat of 
the Holstein group was materially higher than any of the 
competing breeds. 

Among present-day breeders, the champions of the St. 
Louis World’s Fair—The Lousiana Purchase Exposition— 
in 1904, are probably better known than any of its pre- 
decessors, partially because the grand champion male,

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then) attracted him and he went to New York. Here he 
lived and worked until his retirement to Highfield Farm 
a few years ago.

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A. R. Committee Meets 

HE ADVANCED REGISTRY COMMITTEE, appointed 

by Pres. Wing pursuant to instructions by the Denver 

convention, held its first meeting at St. Louis during 

Dairy Show week. The committee consists of A. C. Ooster- 

huis as chairman, and Messrs. Roy T. Harris, Paul P. 

Stewart, W. D. Robens and Charles W. Wray, with Presi- 
dent Wing and Supt. Norton as ex-officio members. 

The committee was in session nearly all day. As men- 
tioned last week considerable time was spent by the com- 
mittee in studying the proposed uniform rule for the herd 
test, upon which the Board of Directors desired recom- 
mendation for their action the tollowing day. The results 


of this study were given in some detail on this page last 
week. Another ma referred to committee for study 
and a report to the Board was in the matter of the best 
possible wording for the calving requirement in connec- 
tion with the ten months’ division to meet situations in 


connection with premature calving. 


The old rule on this subject required that for the 
ten months’ division “a cow must produce a living calf 
or one which the reports show to have been mature for 


birth, within a period not exceeding fourteen months from 


the birth of last calf prior to the beginning of test,” the 
living calf being further defined as ‘fa calf which if not 
born at full time, is able to stand alone and suck.” 


A question was 
prematurely at 230 


raised by a breeder whose cow calved 
days at about a year from previous 
calving, which would have brought it well within the four- 
teen months period if it had been carried full time. The 
calf lived for about half an hour but did not qualify under 
the above description by being able to “stand and suck.” 

It was pointed out that .he abortion occurred nearly 
two months after the close of the ten months’ record thus 
having just as much effect upon the production of the cow 


though it had been carried full term and the breeder 


pointed out further that the application of this rule works 
fo the disadvantage of the breeder with a _ strict con- 
science by reason of the fact that the claim could easily 


have been made that the calf did live long enough to qual- 
ifv as a living calf and with no way for the Association to 
check up on the accuracy of the statement. 

After a study of all angles of the matter, the commit- 
tee recommended that this rule be changed simply to re- 
quire that in cases of premature calving, the calf should 
have been carried not less than 160 days of the ten 
months’ testing period. It was felt that this provision 
would be no more susceptible of abuse by breeders than 
the former one in relation to a living calf and would be 
more fair to the cow and the owner. Upon recommenda- 
tion of the committee, this changé was made by the Board 
and is now incorporated in the rules. 

Among other points considered by the committee was 
one that the Superintendent should include in the regular 
Advanced Registry reports as published, lists of the new 
sires entering the Advanced Register, also the elimination 
of the 30-day division from the Honor List commencing 
with the next fiscal year. January 1, 1931. 
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One matter referred particularly to the committee by 
the Denver convention was a resolution in regard to ad- 
justing all herd test records to a mature equivalent basis 
in order to make them more readily comparable. In the 
discussion it was brought out that there are several dif- 
ferent systems in use for these adjustments, all of which 
are based upon average figures and which would thus be 
more or less misleading when applied to individual rec- 
ords. The committee took no final action in regard to a 
recommendation on this subject, but the trend of the dis- 
cussion was that the most that could be done in any event 
would be to use some mature equivalent computation in 
connection with the average for an entire herd. It was 
pointed out that under the new uniform rules adopted, the 
method of figuring herd averages would be changed to 
eliminate “fractional” cows under the cow-day system 
suv that only cows included in the herd for ten imonths or 
more of the year will appear in the averages, but all such 
cows will be listed regardless of length of time in milk. 
Under this system, it will be possible to give the average 
age of the herd. There appeared to be considerable nti- 
ment on the committee in favor of letting this statement 
of facts take care of the matter of adjustments for age. 
Prof. Harris, however, was requested by the committee 
to submit some suggestions for mature equivalent figures 
for consideration at the next meeting of the committee. 

Another matter under discussion was that of adding 
a statement of calving in connection with all yearly rec- 
ords. There would be no requirement of calving in con- 
nection with the acceptance of the test, simply a state- 
ment of the number of days the calf was carried during 
the text as a matter of information. The objection was 
raised that this would cause some delay in reporting 
yearly records and no definite position was taken by the 
committee in regard to it. 

The final action of the committee was the appointment 
of a sub-committee to codify and simplify the statements 
of rules for the Advanced Registry and Herd Test pamph- 
lets, such committee consisting of Chairman Oosterhuis, 
Prof. Harris and Supt. Norton. There was no disposition 


upon the part of the committee to recommend drastie 
changes in the rules for classifications, there being ap- 
parently general agreement that wholesale changes are 
not desired by the breeders at this time. 

The committee is instructed to report to the next an- 


nual convention and a further meeting for the preparation 


oi its report will be held sometime in advance of the 
issuance of the call for the Svracuse convention next 
spring.

Another chapter reviews methods of pure bred marketing 
in foreign countries, the closing chapter outlines some 
present tendencies in marketing pure breds. 

The author has had long experience and unusual op- 
portunities to study this subject through connections with 
various corn belt agricultural papers and as agricultural 
editor at the University of Missouri. More than ten years 
were spent in collecting material for this book which is 
designed for farmers, breeders, and other students of the 
subject. The book is a MacMillan publication and the 
selling price is $3.75. 
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THE MOST NEARLY PERFECT FOOD 
By SAMUEL J. CRUMBINE and JAMES A. TOBEY 
This readable story of milk covers the history, pro- 
ductions, practical use, sanitation and dietary functions 
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of milk and its products. Though designed primarily for 
the lay reader, the authors have included tacts making 
the book useful to teachers and students of home econom- 
ics, dietetics, agriculture and dairy science, medicine and 
public health, particularly child hygiene and school hy- 
giene. 

The authors are recognized authorities on the subject. 
Dr. Crumbine is general executive of the American Child 
Health Association. Dr. Tobey was formerly secretary 
of the National Health Council and has written many 
books on health subjects. 

The treatment of the subject is quite unusual, com- 
pining highly interesting material (several pages of bibli- 
cal references to milk and its products), with selected 
data showing the value of milk in the diet, and practical 
suggestions for various attractive forms of using more 
of it.

DAIRY CATTLE

This is a new revised edition of a work that has been 
standard for reference since its first appearance in 1926.

Next 
to her comes Minerva Beets Posch burke, the daughter 
of “Boast” from Elmwood; in fourth place, Milford Pon- 
tiac Ormsby from Silver Glen, and standing out in fifth 
place, Colantha Mutual Fobes from Arbu Farm and Ken- 
nels. Last year’s grand champion, Johanna Pietertje 
Artis Creamelle, comes sixth for Firestone Farms and in 
seventh place M. B. B. Wayne of Maytag Dairy Farms.

Mr. Hartsook was a photographer 
by profession and maintained a large number of studios, 
at one time extending nearly the whole length of the 
Pacific Coast. His health had not been of the best dur- 
ing recent years and this business enterprise had been 
largely curtailed. Death occurred as the result of a heart 
ailment in a hospital at Burbank, California. Our sympa- 
thy is extended to the bereaved family.

During the same period 3,166 applications were re- 
ceived, 1,901 registries and 1,265 transfers. 

One of our members, Edgar H. Zobel of Ripon, Wiscon- 
sin, has called the Secretary’s attention to an experience 
of some of those who register Holsteins with photographs 
in place of sketches for identification. 

He points out that in developing films they are some- 
times reversed so that an entirely wrong view of the 
animal is pictured and what appears to be the right side 
is actually the left side. Mr. Zobel offers a simple way 
to prevent this trouble. 

It is to hang an ordinary slate just back of the animal 
posed, the slate having “Right” printed on one side and 
“Left” on the other with the ear-tag number put on the 
slate with chalk. When the right side is photographed 
the slate shows the inscription “Right” and the ear-tag 
number which is photographed with the animal. When 
the animal is turned to pose for the left side, the slate is 
also turned so the inscription “Left” with the ear-tag num- 
ber on the slate is photographed. 

This valuable suggestion of Mr. Zobel’s eliminates the 
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possibility of printing from the wrong side of the film, 

or attaching the photograph to the wrong application for 

registry and the confusion that is apt to follow lost ear- 
tags.

Sarcastic Lad. had become recognized as one of the great 
transmitting sires of the breed. Another factor undoubt- 
edly has been the increasing importance of the Holstein 
press since that date and the accompanying wider pub- 
licity given the exploits of the breed. Professor C. S. 
Plumb of Ohio, officiated as judge at this exposition and 
exhibitors included John B. Irwin of Minnesota; C. F. 
Stone of Kansas; M. E. Moore of Missouri; McKay Bros. 
of Iowa; Harvey §S. Day of Michigan; F. P. Knowles of 
Massachusetts (with some help from other eastern herds 


shown in his name); J. G. Paxton of Pennsylvania; H. C 
Glissman of Nebraska, and the World’s Fair Holstein- 
Friesian Association, a company of breeders organized 


primarily to give the Holstein-Friesian breed representa- 
tion in the World’s Fair Dairy Test. It was made up of 


Messrs. M. E. Moore, R. W. McGuire and George (C. 
Mosher of Misouri. Entries numbered 134, of which it 
appears that 112 were actually shown in the ring. Sar- 


ecastic Lad, as mentioned above, was grand champion, af- 
ter winning the aged bull class. Bred by Michigan Agri- 
cultural College, this great sire had gained a wide reputa- 
tion at the head of the Gillette herd in Wisconsin, and had 
been purchased by the World’s Fair Holstein Association 
to show and to mate with their cows in the 120-day test. 
John Irwin’s yearling, Sir Mechthilde Jewel. was junior 
champion male. In the female section another entry of 
the World’s Fair Holstein Association went through to top 
honors, this being Jolie Johanna. a cow of Gerrit Miller 
lines of breeding, purchased for this event from Hon. O. U. 
Kellogg, of New York. In winning her class. she had to 
beat such noted winners as Moore’s Wayne Parthenea in 
second place, Chloe Mechthilde from the Irwin string who 
placed fourth, and Jessie Veeman A.. owned by Stevens 
Bros., but here shown by F P. Knowles, in fifth place. 
Irwin took the junior championship with Virgo Beauty 
{th’s De Kol. and Irwin was Premier Breeder and Premier 
Fxhibitor. Moore won the Get of Sire class with the Get 
of Missouri Chief Bassano. Following the show and the 
conclusion of the dairy test. the World’s Fair Holstein 
Association liquidated its holdings at public auction 
Sarcastic Lad topped this sale at $600, being purchased 
by the University of Illinois. Shadybrook Gerben, owned 
by M. E. Moore and the leading cow in the dairy test with 
a production of 282.6 Ibs. fat in 120 days. topped the fe- 
males at $335 to H. C. Hoskin of New Jersev. She was 
later repurchased by Mr. Moore. Jolie Johanna. the grand 


champion show cow. went to. the Colorado Experiment 
Station at Fort Collins. 
In 1905. the Pacific Coast staged its first show of na- 


tional imvortance. This was the Lewis & Clark Exposi- 
tion at Portland, Oregon. The quality was reported cur- 
rently to be on a par with the St. Louis World’s Fair 


Show of the previous year, although not as large in num- 


bers. Professor C. S. Plumb. of Ohio, judged here as at 
St. Louis. Pierce Land & Stock Co., of California. were 


the largest exhibitors and took the honor of Premier Ex- 
hibitor. John B. Irwin of Minnesota was the Premier 
Breeder. P. A. Frakes. of Oregon, had both grand cham- 
pions of the show. these being Lunde Oregon De Kol. his 
herd sire, purchased of Henry Stevens & Sons of New 
York, and Chloe Mechthilde. a former Irwin show ring 
star. The Hazelwood Company of Spokane (John UL. 
Smith), completed the show. winning junior champion 
for females with the splendid calf. Hazelwood Natsey 
Jewel. Pierce Land & Stock Co. had the junior chamnvion 
bull in the later to be famous sire. Juliana King of River- 
side, showing here as a calf. Sir Mechthilde Jewel, jun- 
ior champion at St. Louis for Irwin. now carrying the 
Frakes colors. headed the two-year-old class. Kaan Jewel 
of Wocdlake, later to win National grand championship 
honors for Irwin. placed second in the aged bull class. 
with Jetze Zwarthak. Pierce’s imported bull, in third 
place. much to the disgust of his owners. The Hazelwood 
and Frakes herds were most influential in popularizing 
the breed through the shows of the Pacific Northwest 
for many years of this formative period. 

The next great show of the Pacific Northwest was the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition at Seattle in 1909. The 
Holstein exhibit numbered about one hundred from John 
L. Smith’s Hazelwood herd and Williaim Bishop of Wash- 
ington. P. A. Frakes of Oregon, J. M. Steves & Co.. of 
British Columbia, and John B. Irwin of Minnesota. Corn- 
elius Easthope of Ohio judged the classes. Hazelwood 
was the big winner, thanks partly to a recent purchase 
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from the Irwin herd. Kaan Jewel of Woodlake, Irwin’s 
National champion of 1908, headed the aged bull class 
carrying the Hazelwood colors, but grand championship 
honors went to the Hazelwood two-year-old, Posch Natsey 
Gerben. Hazelwood also had the grand champion female 
in Nineta Mercedes. 

In 1915, the Pacific Coast held the spotlight again with 
the Panama-Pacific International Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco. John L. Smith, Williaim Bishop and Carnation 
Farms of Washington monopolized the honors, California 
breeders doing very little in the way of support for this 
show The Hazelwood sire, Hazelwood Ormsby Posch, 
was grand champion male, and a former Hazelwood win- 
ner, Bonnie Ormsby Lass, now owned by Bishop, wag 
grand champion female. This was the sensational two- 
year-old grand champion of the 1912 National Dairy Show. 
The judge was W. H. Standish of Ohio. 

To conclude the record of World’s Fair exhibits, we 
come next to the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition at Phila- 
delphia. Because the dates of this show did not fit well] 
into the Western circuit. and also because of a rather 
meager prize offering, this show did not command the 
support its importance warranted. However, there were 
156 head and 19 exhibitors from 12 states. Billiwhack 
Stock Farm of California were the heaviest winners, with 
nine first prizes and grand champion female—the famous 
1,000-lb. fat producer, Model Segis Prilly Gelsche. Minn- 
esota Holstein Co. and Hargrove & Arnold fought their 
customary battle for Premier Breeder honors, with the 
Minnesota concern finally winning by a narrow margin. 
Sir Star Laura Segis (Minnesota Holstein Co.), a_ two- 
year-old, was grand champion bull. Hargrove & Arnold 
topped the Get of Sire class with a young group by Triune 
Ormsby Piebe, and had junior champion female on his 
famous daughter, Triune Papoose Piebe, then showing in 
calf form. F. P. Knowles, of Massachusetts, had the jun- 


ior champion bull, a yearling, Duke Pearl Ariatic. Other 
exhibitors making good winnings were Carnation Milk 
Farms of Washington, Yates Farm of New York, and 
Baker Farm of New Hampshire. W. S. Moscrip made 
the awards.

rock’’—it gives your establishment a reputation of value, 


an air of solidarity and success. 

As to situation and the foundation of this herd, I shall 
quote from a booklet recently published by Mr. Ellis, as 
follows: 

“Highfield Farm is located in the town of Lee (named 
after ‘Light Horse Harry’ Lee of Revolutionary fame’’) 9n 
a hill top one thousand feet above sea level, which over- 
looks the Tyringham and Housatonic valleys. Lee and 
the two better known towns of Lenox and Stockbridge 
form what is often called the “Heart of the Berkshire 
Hills.” The beautiful scenery, handsome summer estates 
and fine roads all contribute to make this section most 
interesting to the summer visitor or tourist. As this is 
the oldest of the summer resorts, so it is also the home 
of some of the first Holsteins imported into this country. 
While the Berkshires are noted for their cool and bracing 
summer climate, the winters are most and tem- 
peratures of 30 degrees below zero are not uncommon. so 


severe 


that cattle raised here have to have rugged constitutions 
to stand some of the sudden changes. The farm itself is 
one of the oldest in the neighborhood, a cornerstone of 
one of the old buildings bearing the date of 1794. 

“The four original foundation cows of the Highfield 
herd were two full sisters, Queen Mooie Korndyke and 
Queen De Kol Mooie; their three-fourths sister, Suella 


Korndvke De Kol, and her dam, Suella Pauline De Kol 24d, 


who was a three-fourths sister to the dam of the first 
two.” 
The first three of these foundation cows made cred- 


itable records both in the 7-day division and in Classifica- 
tion C, and all four have good record daughters in Class 
B or C. Queen De Kol Mooie has five daughters with 305- 
day records in Class B and C that average over 619 Ibs. 
fat each. Her full sister, Queen Mooie Korndyke, has two 
daughters with creditable 305-day records. Their seven- 
eighths sister. Suella Korndvke De Kol, has three good 
long-time daughters including one with 646 lbs. fat in only 
284 days in Class B, and her dam, Suella Pauline De Kol 24d, 
has two good Class C daughters. Practically the entire

herd at Highfield today is made up of descendants of these 
four cows and their daughters. | 

In building the herd from this foundation, Colantha 
blood has predominated in the selection of herd sires. The 
first was Dutchland Colantha Ladoga Prince 217633, sired 
by Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad and from one of 
the good producing daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad. 
The next, Dutchland Konigen King Colantha 344502, was 
also from a daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad and sired 
by King Segis Pontiac Konigen. The third, Sir Burton 
Tiny 452503, introduced something of an outcross, he 
being sired by Burton Hartog De Kol Ormsby from a dam 
with 881.8 lbs. fat (just over 1,100 lbs. butter). A number 
o: younger sires of Highfield breeding, combining the 
blood of the two Dutchland sires mentioned above, have 
also been used in the development of the herd. Then came 
the present herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle Sir Denver 
460911, until their dispersal one of the leading sires at 
Dutchland Farms. He is a son of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad from Dutchland Colantha Denver (1,052 lbs. 
fat), the highest record and greatest transmitting daugh- 
ter of Colantha Johanna Lad. She made her record with 
an average test of 4.14% and is one of the great pro- 
ducers and breeding matrons of her generation. This 
Denver bull is a three-fourths brother to the first Highfield 
sire and great results are expected from the mating of 
this sire with daughters and granddaughters of the former 
herd sires. The first of the Denver calves are just arriv- 
ing and are described as a most promising lot. 

The cows at Highfield are kept in ordinary dairy con- 
dition, not highly fitted, and before the days of the 
special classifications, very little testing was done. When 
the old Subdivision B was instituted for cows milked only 
twice a day, this appealed to Mr. Ellis as a practical test 
and he entered quite a number of his cows and heifers in 
this test as they freshened, breaking a number of world’s 
records. Then came Class B for three-time milking, which 
further appealed to the owner of Highfield and today most 
ot his Advanced Registry work is done in this classifica- 
tion. 

The outstanding producer in the herd as well as the 
outstanding individual for type is Highfield Colantha Mooie 
508736, a daughter of the first sire, Dutchland Colantha 
Ladoga Prince from one of the four original cows, Queen 
De Kol Mooie. At her first freshening on August 25, 1921, 
she broke the world’s record for junior two-year-olds in 
the 305-day division in the old Subdivision B, now Class C, 
and has dropped a calf every year, and made a good A. R. 
S. O. record every year since. Within five years of her 
first freshening, she had completed five 305-day records— 
three in Class C and two in Class B—each of the five rec- 
ords standing first on the Honor List the year it was 
made, which means that it was the highest fat record for 
the year in this particular division and age class. 

Her sixth freshening came within thirteen months after 
her fifth, but this time she was milking so heavily that 
Mr. Ellis thought best to continue her on four-time milk- 
ing a few weeks beyond her 45-day period, hence this rec- 
ord has to be considered as a Class A record. The same 
thing happened at her seventh freshening, which came at 
the age of 8 years, 9 months, this being the first time that 
she failed to qualify for the 305-day division, being about 
a week over the required fourteen-month interval. She 
thus has two Class A records and they average 874.2 lbs. 
fat, both being made from well over 25,000 lbs. milk. 
Then, almost exactly seven years and seven months from 
her first freshening, Highfield Colantha Mooie freshened 
for the eighth time, and has now completed another 305- 
day record in Class B which has just been Officially re- 
ported as 735.7 lbs. fat from 21,498.5 Ibs. milk. She is 
now well along in her ninth test period. 


In her first eight lactations, she has produced a total 
of 5.487.9 lbs. fat from 156,922.7 lbs. milk on Advanced 
Registry test, this including six 305-day records in Class 
B or C and two year records in Class A. The eight lac- 
tations were completed in a total elapsed time of just 
over 8 years and 5 months. Only two other cows of the 
breed, Traverse Colantha Walker and Tilly Alcartra, have 
made as many as eight A. R. S. O. records. 

It is interesting to note that in connection with her 
nine-year-old record, Highfield Colantha Mooie was also 
in the Dairy Herd Improvement Association and accurate 
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records were kept as to her feed cost. 
she consumed, according to these figures, 
roughage, 7,564 lbs. of concentrates and was at 
three months, her production for the twelve months being 


During the year, 
14,324 lbs. of 
Pasture 
763.8 lbs. fat trom 22,077 lbs. milk. Her-total feed cost, 
including pasture, was figured at $312.85 and her milk 
actually sold for a total of $754.29, leaving a profit of 
$441.44, rather upsetting the argument sometimes heard 
that large records are made at a financial loss besides 
ruining the cow forever after. Her breeding record indi. 
cates that none of her great records have “burned her 
out” or had any bad effects. In fact, when the Highfielq 
herd was classified by an official inspector of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, she was given a rating of 
Excellent, the highest rating possible. 

Highfield Colantha Mooie has dropped nine Calves, four 
heifers and two bulls. Her first heifer was slaughtered 
as a reactor in the early days of the tuberculin test before 
the herd became accredited. Another daughter, Highfield 
Colantha Mooie 2d, made a Class B record in 305 days of 
551.6 lbs. fat as a senior four-year-old. A younger daugh- 
ter, sired by the Burton bull, will be remembered by fol- 
lcwers of the show ring as junior and grand champion 
ai the Great Barrington Fair in 1927 and at Eastern States 
stood second in class to the junuior champion on the 
show. Two of her sons have seen service in the High- 
field herd. Her last calf, just born, is a heifer, sired by 


Dutchland Creamelle Sir Denver, and described as a 
beauty. 
A maternal sister to Highfield Colantha Mooie, but 


sired by the Konigen bull, is Highfield Colantha Sylvia, 
who made a good Class C record as a junior two-year- 
old, came back to break the world’s record for senior 
three-year-olds in Class B of both the 305-day and 365-day 
divisions, then broke the world’s record for senior four- 
year-olds in Class B of the 305-day division, and then at 
five years old made another Class B record in the 305- 
day division of 779.2 lbs. fat from 20,801.1 lbs. milk, the 
highest for any age for the testing year. 1929-30. 


Still another world’s record breaker is Highfield Po- 
mona De Kol, another daughter of the Ladoga bull, who 
broke the world’s record for junior three-year-olds in 
Class C of the 305-day division for both milk and fat, and 
came back to break the world’s record for junior four- 
year-olds in Class B for both the 305-day and 365-day pe- 
riods. There are many others in this profitable herd 
worthy of mention, but space will not permit. 


The success of this establishment has earned for Mr. 
Ellis the respect and esteem of his neighbors which. I 
have heard it said, is usually more of a tribute than the 
respect of those who live at a distance. Mr. Ellis is 
president of the Berkshire County Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, member of the Board and Executive Committee 
of the Housatonic Agricultural Society (Great Barrington 
Fair) established in 1841, and is one of the charter mem- 
bers of the Pittsfield Milk Exchange, a cooperative milk 
marketing organization, and an active member of The 
New England States Holstein-Friesian Association. 

Thirteen years ago, he decided to develop an outstand- 
He clung steadfastly to that pur- 
pose and his every move has indicated that he is pro- 
gressive and farsighted. His was the first tuberculosis- 
free accredited Holstein herd in the State of Massa- 
chusetts; it was the first herd inspected and classified for 
type in the state, and grazes along the beautiful Berkshire 
Hills today an inspiring testimonial to Mr. Ellis as a 
breeder, and to the prepotency and responsiveness of the 
right kind of foundation stock.

HOLSTEIN COW GUEST AT BAN- 
QUET TABLE 


With her dinner spread on a table 
covered with a white cloth, Pabst 
Creator Korndyke Heather, a _ Hol- 
stein cow from Oconomowoc, Wiscon- 
sin, seemed right at home at the Chi- 
eago Association of Commerce ban- 
quet held in the LaSalle Hotel on 
October 1. The importance of the 
dairy industry in the five central 
states was the subject of the ad- 


dreses given by the guests of honor, 
Gov. Walter J. Kohler of Wisconsin 
and Col. Fred Pabst of Milwaukee. 

Standing in a stanchion decorated 
with a bower of leaves and placed a‘ 
the center of the speakers’ table, 
this great cow was the leading at- 
traction among the found hundred of 
Chicago's civic leaders who attended 
the banquet. <A battery of newspaper 
photographers with their flashlights. 
and the ‘‘movietone’” men with their 
bright lights, did not seem to bother 
Korndyke Heather one whit as she 
complacently chewed a_ biscuit. 

Mr. Pabst was the first speaker and 
he told in an interesting manner 
about the great improvement that had 


been made in the producing ability 
of dairy cows through careful selec- 
tion and breeding. He recalled that 


Pabst Creator Korndyke Heather pro- 
duced 25,161 pounds of milk contain- 
ing 916 pounds of butterfat in a year 
which is equal in food value to twelve 
steers each weighing 1,200 pounds. 
While this is not an _ exceptionally 
high record, Col. Pabst explained how 
this cow symbolized the dairy indus- 
try and was evidence of the marked 
improvement that has been brought 
about through generations of careful 
breeding.

first test of milking machines and was 
active in the development of milk dis- 
tribution methods in his home coun- 
try.

Some six vears ago, Mr. Cha>man 
began to get interested in the breed- 
ing side of his business and purchased 
of Carnation Milk Farms the voung

MINNESOTA HOLSTEIN NEWS 

By Robert Geiger, State Secretary 

The price on butterfat and other 
dairy products seems to be an accu- 
rate regulator on the price and de- 
mand for Holstein cattle as evidenced 
by conditions throughout Minnesota 
during the past year. Last fall when 
the price of butterfat dropped to 


around 35c in our good cooperative 
creameries, there was a marked fall- 
ing-off in the demand for pure bred 


and grade Holsteins as this severe 
drop eliminated to a large extent the 
profit that the dairymen had _ been 
making. 

This condition held throughout the 
spring and summer, and the average 
decrease in the valuation on pure 
breds ran from $25 to $50 per head, 
and on grades from $20 to $25 per 
head. There has also been some de- 
crease in the demand and price on 
bulls, but during the fall general con- 
ditions showed a marked improve- 
ment. There has been a good demand 
during ‘September and October for 
good grade Holsteins that have been 
moving at very satisfactory prices. 
The demand on pure breds is also in- 
creasing, but in this respect the only 
cattle that are selling to advantage

are those of good type and those in- 
dicating good production. During the 
months mentioned above the average 
price for butterfat in the state was 
from 45c to 46c per pound, and if 
these prices will hold steady there 
will be renewed activity in the sale 
of all dairy cattle. 

There has been a tendency on the 
part of some pure bred Holstein breed- 
ers in Minnesota to be rather lax in 
keeping up their registrations on their 
pure bred Holsteins because general 
conditions have been a little slow dur- 
ing the past year. 

One thing that pure bred Holstein 
breeders must keep in mind is the 
fact that a premium will always be 
paid for good pure breds, and although 
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things have not been everything that 
could be desired since last fall, it must 
be remembered that we went ‘through 
a period similar to this in 1921 and 
1922, but following that short period 
of depression conditions improved ina 
very satisfactory manner. If condi- 
tions immediately following the War, 
and their gradual improvement after 
the severe drop is any criterion, the 
Holstein breeders can look forward to 
an improvement in their business dur- 
ing the coming year. 

There has also been a tendency on 
the part of some pure bred breeders 
to sell their bulls without supplying 
registrations and transfers in order 
to save these fees for the purchaser. 
This practice should be discouraged 
in every way possible as it has a 
tendency to place the breeding of pure

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bred cattle in an unfavorable position 
from the standpoint of the average 
dairyman, and it will also occasion 
some trouble in getting registrations 
on these animals at some future date 
as the majority of them are going to 
prove themselves as desirable herd 
sires with the result that the buyer 
will want his registration papers. If 
a pure bred bull is good enough to 
sell for a herd sire, then the breeder 
should be sold strongly enough on his 
own business to insist that the buyer 
take the registry and transfer papers. 


An especial effort has been made on 
the part of the state organization in 
getting more breeders to carry on 
semi-official testing. During the 
summer upwards of one hundred pure 
bred breeders were personally inter- 
viewed by representatives of the State 
Association in getting more testing 
under way, and we expect renewed 
activity along this line in the imme- 
diate future.

It is expected that 
through this strong organization a 
real effort will be made to develop a 
market for the surplus and on a basis 
that will work out much more satis- 
factorily to all grade and pure bred 
breeders.

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FIRST ANNUAL ULSTER COUNTY 
HOLSTEIN SALE 


Ulster County Holstein Breeders 
Club held their first annual consign- 
ment sale on October 10 at New Paltz, 
New York, selling forty-five head for 
an average of $174. This was a satis- 
factory figure to the consignors, con- 
sidering the number of young stock 
offered and the lack of demand for 
bulls. Twenty-eight cows all untested, 
averaged $224.71, twelve heifers 
brought $86.36 and five bulls aver- 
aged $97. All were from untested 
dams with the exception of the top 
cow, $510, she being untested but from 
a tested dam, and one bull from a 
7-day record dam which brought $150. 
Prices on cows ranged from $105 to 
$510, the demand being mostly for 
fresh or nearby freshening cows from 
two to five years of age. Eighteen 
buyers, mostly trom Ulster County, 
with some from Orange and Duchess 
counties, purchased forty head, Belle 
Ellen Stock Farms of New Jersey se- 
lecting five head for $1670. 

The top cow, a three-year-old daugh 
ter of Ambassador Fobes, due right 
after the sale, was consigned by Sha- 
wangunk Valley Stock Farm, Wall- 
kill, N. Y., and purchased by Belle 
Ellen Stock Farms, Branchville, N. J., 
for $510. Her ham has a yearly rec- 
ord of 900 lbs. fat. Belle Ellen also 
took another from this consignment, a 
three-year-old granddaughter of Dutch- 
land Colantha The Great. She is 
making a splendid showing in C. T. 
A. work and went for the second high 
price of the sale, $380. The New 
Jersey people also included a grand- 
daughter of King Ormsby Ideal, soon 
due, at $275, consigned by Martin Can 
tine, Saugerties, New York. Benja- 
min E. Kelley, Ellenville, N. Y., was 
another good buyer, taking four head 
for $900, and ‘SS. Smalley, Stormville, 
N. Y., took five head for $835. 

This was one of ‘the first eastern 
sales to require at least two negative 
tests for abortion of all animals con- 
signed. The value of this test was 
apparent in the bidding. Plans are 
now underway for another sale next 
vear. R. V. O. DuBois of Forest Glen 
was chairman of the sale committee, 
assisted by Edward Davenport and 
John Schoonmaker of Accord. Oscar 
Jonsen of Wallkill, N. Y., did the sell- 
ing. The club members worked hard 
to make this sale a real success and 
feel that their efforts were well re- 
paid. <A list of the purchasers fol- 
lows:

VERMONT ANNOUNCES SHORT 
COURSES 


The University of Vermont at Bur- 
lington announces a series of short 
courses in dairying running through 
the months of November and Decem- 
ber. The first will be held November 


November 1, 1930 


5-19 and takes up the subject of test- 
ing and grading milk, dairy inspection, 
etc, The second is a Operator’s and 
Manager’s Conference on November 
18 to 20 inclusive. The third, which 
is on the subject of dairy herd test 
work, will be held Nov. 24-Dec. 3, and 
the fourth, on the subject of feeding 
and dairy farm management, covers 
the period from December 4 to 20. 
These courses are those which appear 
to be in the greatest demand among 
Vermont dairymen and the purpose of 
these is two-fold. First, they offer an 
opportunity to men and women unable 
to spend a longer time in school to 
become acquainted with modern dairy 
science and practice, and second, they 
offer to the experienced dairyman an 
opportunity to refresh his memory 
and secure the latest and most up-to- 
date information on dairy subjects. 
There are no fixed standards of en- 
trance except that each student must 
be at least sixteen years old and 
possess a good common school educa- 


tion. There are no tuition charges, 
but a small incidental fee, meant in 
part to defray the cost of materials 


used, is charged for each course. 
Further information may be secured 
by addressing Prof. H. B. Ellenberger, 
Director of Short Courses, Burling- 
ton, Vermont. 





FEDERAL BOARDS JOIN HANDS TO 
TEACH COOPERATIVE 
MARKETING 


The Federal Farm Board and the 
Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion have joined hands in a program 
to promote education in the principles 
and practices of cooperative market- 
ing of agricultural commodities and 
food products. 

Under this arrangement information 
on the latest developments in the 
marketing of specific farm commod- 
ities will be available to teachers of 
day classes in the high schools and 
of evening classes for farmers. This 
information will be prepared with 
special reference to marketing condi- 
tions governing every important re- 
gion of the country. Commodity mar- 
keting specialists in the Federal Farm 
Board will work with representatives 
of the Federal Board for Vocational 
Education in developing this subject 
matter. 

It is expected that the united efforts 
of the two Government boards to lay 
greater stress on the teaching of co- 
operative marketing in the vocational 
agricultural schools will result in a 
clearer understanding on the part of 
the farm population of the principles 
of cooperative marketing and of the 
value of selling agricultural products 
cooperatively. The close contact which 
teachers of vocational agriculture 
have with both the younger and older 
generations on the farms, will it is 
believed enable them to make the 
local school a center for the discus- 
sion of community marketing prob- 
lems and for the development of com- 
munity cooperative marketing plans. 

Commenting on the opportunity 
which teachers of vocational agricul- 
ture have in stimulating interest in 
and helping to develop cooperative 
marketing, A. W. McKay, chief of the 
division of cooperative marketing of 
the Federal Farm Board, cites the 


action recently taken by farmers in

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the tobacco-growing district of Vir- 
ginia, who, as the result of joint con- 
ferences with county § agricultural 
agents, vocational agriculture teach- 
ers, and the Farm Board, recently de- 
cided to organize their own coopera- 
tive marketing association. 

“If the great resources and ability 
of the agencies engaged in the teach- 
ing of vocational agriculture,” says 
Mr. McKay, “can be focussed more 
directly on economic problems con- 
nected with the production and mar- 
keting of farm products, the develop- 
ment of farmer leadership and conse- 
quently the growth of more substan- 
tial cooperatives, will be materially 
hastened.” 

Within the next few weeks regional 
conferences will be held by repre- 
sentatives of the Vocational Education 
Board and commodity specialists of 
the Farm Board with supervisors of 
vocational agriculture in the princi- 
pal States, to enlist the help of the 
latter group in the movement to teach 
cooperative marketing in the vocation- 
al agriculture schools and to map out 
plans for accomplishing this objective 
most effectively. Such conferences 
will be held in Dallas, Texas; Chicago, 
Ill.; St. Paul, Minn.; and Chattanooga, 
Tenn. 


Vocational education in agriculture 
was inaugurated on a_ nation-wide 
scale with the passage of the Smith- 
Hughes Act in 1917, which provides 
for Federal cooperation with State 
boards of vocational education in pro- 
moting the establishment of vocational 
agricultural schools and classes.” The 
Government department charged with 
the administration of the provisions 
of this act is the Federal Board for Vo- 
cational Education.
